on communities 8, 10, and 11 as
outlined in the report. All are
bounded on the north by Del
Amo blvd. and the south by
Torrance blvd.

COMMUNITY 8

Community 8 is a 630-acre
plot with a relatively small pop-
ulation ‘of 650 at present but
can be saturated to 5500. It is
bounded on the west by the city
limits and the east by Haw-
thorne blvd.

It is a completely undevel-
oped area zoned for heavy. in-
dustry, though it is generally
understood that home develop-
ment has been a long-range plan
by the owners, so states the re-
port. The land at this time is
used mainly for agricultural pur.
poses and for pumping oil,

Kroeger and Associates rec-
ommend that the city cooperate
fully with the county regional
planning and county park and
recreation departments in build-
ing a major regional Sports
Center on the 135-170 acres com-
prising the western quarter of
this area. Into this major park
a golf course, swimming pool,
tennis courts, ball diamonds and
full sport facilities with ade.
quaté parking space to service
them all would be built.

DONATE LAND

When largescale building|

starts, the report suggests that
future housing developers be
required to give at least 10
acres (two bB.acre community
park sites) of park to the city.

Community 10 is defined as a
480-acre ' area with boundaries
of Madrona ave. on the west
and Crenshaw blvd, on the east.
Total population is 1,60M. The
City Hall police building, and
swimming pool are located in
the southwest corner of this
community.

The major recommendation
for this areca is the expansion of
the Civic Center by approxl-
mately 30 acres making a total
of 65 acres. This will take the
Civic Center property back to
the extension ef Emerald ave.
At present the city has con-
demnation proceedings under-
way to obtain 50 to 60 addition.
al acres to Increase the Civie
Center to 85 or 90 acres.

PUEBLO AREA 5
Community 11 is an area of
530 acres with a heavy concen-
tration of population in the res-
idential area. It is bounded on
the west by Crenshaw blvd. and
Western ave. on the east. It is
part of the old central Torrance
area which has some commer-
cial development and a great
deal of heavy industrial.
One small park Is already
maintained in the Pueblo area
